| dom,” I humbly conceive it will become us to be- 
In gin firſt with that which is of moſt conſequence 
to our Xing and Comnry, and to take into conſi- 
deration bow to ſave the main, before we ſpend 
any time about particulars. Sir, 1 am of opini- 
on that the Life of our King, the Safery of our 
Conpry and Proteſtant Religion , are in great 
B danger

danger from Popery, and that either this Parka- 
ment muſt ſuppreſs the Power and Growth of Po- 
pery,or elſetbat Popery will ſoon deſtroy not only 
Parliaments, but all that is near and dear.to us. 
And theretore I bumbly move, That we may 
reſolve to take into our Conſideration in the 
firſt place, How to ſuppreſs Popery, and prevent 4 
Popiſh Succefſour ; without which all our endea- 
vours abour other matters will not figmhie any 


. thing, and therefore this juſtly challengeth the 


precedency. 
Mr. Speaker, 

Sir H.C.Sir,l ſtand up to ſecond thatMotion,and 
to give ſome Reaſons, with your permiſhion, why 
I agree in it, not doubting but other perſons 
will be of the ſame Opinion, if they have the 


. ſame ſentiments what fluence the Popiſh Par 


have had in the -1anagement of moſt of our Af- 
fairs both at bome and abroad for many years laſt 
paſt: And how that Party hath creaſed and 
been snconraped. , Sir,” I remember that after his 
Majeſties happy Reſtoration, it was thovght

Sit, I cannot inform you who it was that gave 

3 that Advice to his Majeſty, nor certainly affirm - 
* they were Popiſhly affefted, but if I may take

fome reaſon to think ſo; becauſe | find by Cole- 
man's Letters, and other Diſcoveries, that a To- 
leration and Indulgence ſhould be one of the great 
Engines they intended to uſe for the efgabliſhing 
of Popery in this Nation. Bur the project thus 
failing at, this time, they were. forced- to. wait 
with patience until they could have another 
if opportunity z employing in the mean time their 

diabolical Counſels in weakning the Proteſtant

Intereſt (in order to a general deſtruction of, 

It) by ingaging 11S in a War with". Holland. In 

which the French ated the ſame part in the be. 
y half of the Dutch, as they did afrerwards in our 
behalf againſt them, 1672, very fairly. looking 

on both times, while we poor Proteſtants wit 

great fury deſtroyed one the other. But this was 
not fo ſtrange nor ſo plain as the dividing of our 
Fleet under the Command of Prince Rupert and 
'General Monck,, and the deſign of deſtroying 
ahem as well as their Ships, and the reſt of our 
3 B 2 Navy 
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Navy Royal at Chattam. And as they thus att. 
ed their part at Ses, ſo they did not forget to 
do their beſt aſpoar; in April 1666 ſome, per- 
ſons that were. then hanged, fairly confeſt they 
had been treated; with, and had treated with o, 
thers, ,to burn the City of London in September 
following, of which Confeſſion we then took 
as little notice as we have of other Diſcoveries 
againſt Papiſts fince; however accordingly i» 
September, thirteen thouſand Houſes of the City 
* of London were burnt. And thoſe that were ta- 

ken in carrying on that due way 5 diſchar- 
. ged without any Tryal ; and one Papiſt thag 
confeſt, that hirnſelf and others did er the City 
on fire, was in great haſte hanged, and ſothe 
buſineis was huſh: up, as compleatly as the late 
great Plot is Jike to be now, branding Hubert, 
that then made that Confeſſion, with Madneſs ; as 
now thele laſt Witneſſes with Perjury, Sodomy, 
and whit not. However theſe buſineſſes were 
not ſo Carried, but his Majeſty diſcerned ſome 
of the Intrigues of them, which made him al- 
ter his. Conncils, and contrary to the Endea- 
vours of that Party enter .into new Alliances, 
by making up that excellent Leazxe, uſually call- 
'ed the Tripple League. Which put a ſtop to 
theſe mens Deſigns as to Aﬀairs abroad, but not 
to their Deligns here at home.. For having. ob- 
tained the Oxford At, and ſome others againſt 
the Dyſſenters, great endeavours were. uled to 
have them Executed ſeverely,in expectation that 
the Diſſenters would ſo be made weary of li- 
ving quietly under them, and in the end be glad 
of a Toleration ; but the Dsſſexters deceived them, 
and ſubmitted to the Laws, inſomnch that in 
; 1670 
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1670 to 1671 there was hardly a Conventicle 
to'be heard of in England. And might never 
have been more, if that Party had not been a- 
fraid of a great diſappointment thereby, where- 
fore to revive our Diviſions, and to bring in 
(as they hoped) their ' own' Relsgion, they im- 
ployed all their force again to get a Toleration. 
I ſay they did it, becauſe it cannot be imagin'd 
it could be from any Proteſtant Intereſt, both 
Church-men and Difſenters Publickly declaygng 
their deteſtation of it. And itt 1672 it was 
obtained, Printed, and Publiſhed. After we 
had, in order to the carrying it on, broke that 
never to be forgotten Tripple League, ſacrificed 
out Honour to the French, not orily by making 
a ſiroag Alliance with them, but by ſeizing the 
Dutch Smyrna Fleet. and then afterwards pro- 
claiming War wi:h-tiem., Which War was 
continued in order to ruine us both; for the 
French proved but /ookers on at Sex ( as they had 
done when ingapged with the Dutch in 1665.) 
though great Conguerenrs-at Land, eſp:Ciaily of 
the Proteſtants in Germany and Holland. And as 
ths Toleration was accompanied with theſe great 
alterations in Aﬀairs abroad, ſo jt was backt

home, who was ſo confident of the re-fixing Po- 
p*ry here, that he cou'd not forbear to declare 
himſelf to be of that Religion, 1 mean my Lord 
Tyeaturer Clifford; as allo, 2. With a great 
Army at Blatk-Heati) ready upon all pccalions 
and, 3. Withthe greateſt violation on the Pro- 
-perty of the Subject, that ever hapned in this 
-Nation, the ſeizing of One Mi#ion and balf, or 
thereabout, inthe Exchequer. ' All which indeed 
B 2 
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made our condition deſperate, and .as many 
though palt retrieve. But, Mr. Speaker, here 
again the Goodneſs and Wiſdom of his Majeſty 
ſaved us, retuſing to follow ſuch pernicious 
Counſels ; upon which Cliford not only loſt hjs 
place, but his life too, breaking his heart (as is 
by moſt believed). to lee himſelf fo diſappoint- 
ed in this great Deſign, And here as we can 
never too much deteſt my Lord Ci:fford, and ſuch 
_ who contrived our ruine, fo we can ne- 
ver ſufficiently admire his Majeſties Royal Care 
in working out our ſecurity. by refuſing to fol- 
low any Advice that tended to thoſe Ends. And 
therefore, to the great diſappointment of that 
Party, at the Requeſt of the Honſe of Com- 
mons at their next Meeting , He yecalled the 
ſaid Toleration, disbanded the Army, and in con- 
venient time made a Peage with Holland. But 
though this Party were thus defeatcd of their 
Deſign , yet not {9 diſcouraged as to give it 
over. They changed their Meaſures, but not 
their Principles, and although they deſiſted 
from farther awning at a Toleration, yet they 00 
ways negleted purſuing a Refaxmartion , but in 
o:der thereto proſecuted a Correſpondence 
formerly begun. for that purpoſe wittf 
the French King, and by promiſing him con- 
ſiderable Supplies to carry on- the War he 
was then engag*d in, ſecured themſelves as they 
thought of his aſſiſtance ſor ſerling of Popery hgre. 
Accorelggy it is.not unknown, what a Party 
of Men, and what quantity of Ammunition and 
other Neceſlaries. tor War, were ſent to the 
French King, during the War he was then en- 
gaged in, and*how it was done contrary to the 

| advice 
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advice of the Parliament, and the Solicitatior.s 


of moſt of the Princes of Exrope, and true In- 
tereſt of England, to the aſtoniſhment of all good 


. men; eſpecially becauſe: it' was contrary to his 


ieſties own Proclamatith, and when the French 

had declared they. made that War for Religion, 
endeavouring to force the Dutch to altow of Po- 
piſh Churches. However, ſuch was the ſtrengrh 
of this Party, that this Aſſiſtance was continu- 
ed until the French King was willing to.make 
a Peace, and then who more inſtrumental than 
our Miniſters to effe&t it. Several Embaſſadors, 
and Plenipotentiar:es too, being ſent as well to 
the Court of Spain, as Germany and Hol{«nd, for 
that purpoſe. And at laſt, the Dutch being 
weary, and conſumed with the War, they were 
perſwaded to be willing of a Peace, and accor- 
dingly the 10th of Fanary 1577, entcred into 
a lreaty with us for a general Peace to be ac- 
compl.ſh.d by fuch ways and means as are there- 

in preſcribed. Which League was kept private 

tor ſome time, and inſtead of any Diſcovery 

thercof, about the end of Febraary following 

(the P:rliament. being 'tnen ſoon after ro Aſ- 

lemble) a great no:ſe was made af entring into 

a War with France, It being concluded that 

nothing like that would incline the Par- 

lament ,to give money, nor the People freely 

to part with it, becauſe it was the only, way to 

extinguiſh thoſe fears they lay under, by reaſon 

of the growing greatneſs of France. At the 

meeting of the Parliament,- the proj-& was fer 

%©n foot with all the art and induſtry imagi- 
nable, and ſo far were the major part of the 

_ Members perſwaded of the reallity thereof, 
B 4 that 
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that they were inelinable to give a great ſum 
of money for the carrying on of the War ;but 
while they were ia Conſultation about it, the 
League formerly mentien'd,agreed at the Hague, 
was unluckily made (in ſome meaſure) publick, 
and occaſion'd a great jealouhie of the reallity 
of the pretended War. And the greater, be- 
cauſe upon an inquiry, they could not find there 
. were any Alliances made to that purpoſe. And 
yet notwithſtanding this, and the great endta- 
vours of ſome worthy Members of that Par- 
. liament (now of this,) an Army of thirty 
thouſand men was raiſed, and a Tax of above 
,1200000 pound was given. And then, inſtead 
of a War,a general Peace according to that Trea- 
ty agreed with Holland, was preſently made. By 
which thatParty thought they had ſecured not on. 
ly the power of France,but the men and money 
here raiſed at home, to be made ſerviceable 
for their ends ; there wanting nothing but a 
Popiſh King to perfect all theſe Deſigns. For 
which we have great reaſon to believe they 
| had made all neceſlary preparation, as well by 
imploying men and money to hind out wicked 
Inſtruments to zake away the Kings Life, as 
. by providing one Claypool to be a Sacrifice, to 
_ "Make an atonement for the ACt, and to caſt the 
wickedneſs thereof on the Phanaticks. To which 
purpoſe the ſaid Claypool was really impriſon'd 
ſame time before in the Tower, upon the Evi- 
dence of two Witngſſes, that he ſhould ſay, that 
he and two hundred more had ingaged to kilh 
the King.the next time he went to New- Market. 
For v'hich in all probability he had as really . 
been hanged, if the breaking out of the _ 
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had not prevented their deſigns. - Then- was 

ool the next Term after publickly cleared 
at the Kings Bench-Far, the Witnelles appear- 
ing. no more againſt him. Thus were wg a- 
gain reaced to a miſerabte condition, but it 
pleaſed God by the Diſcovery of the Plot by 
Dr. Oates once more to ſave us ; whoſe Evi- 
dence (he being but one Witneſs) they thought 
at firſt to have oxt-braved, but ſome of them being 
ſo infatuated as to kill Fuſtice Godfrey and Cole- 
man ſa-unfortunate as to kave ſome of his im- 
portant Papers in his Houſe, notwithſtanding 
the time he had to convey them away, it wrought 
ſo great a fermentation in the Peoplag as that 
there wasno remedy, but that the turther pur- 
ſuit of the Plot muſt be again laid aſide, and a 
fair face put upon things. And ſo accordingly 
there,was for 2 few Months, but' how after 
Wakemar's Tryal things tucn'd again, what en- 
deavours have been ſince uſed to ridicule the Plot, 
to diſparage the old Witneſſes, to diſcourape new 
ones, to ſerup Presbyterian Plots, and to yncreaſe 
our Diviſions, 1 {uppolc mult be freſh in every 
mans memory here, and therefore I ſhall not ot- 
ter to trouble you therewith. 

But, Sir, 1 cannot conclude, without begging 
your patience, While.] oblerve how things bave * 
been carried on in Scotland and Ireland, an- 
{werable to what was done here. 

In lrelayd the Papiſts are at leaſt frve to one in 
number for the Proteftants, and may probably 
derive from their Cradle an inclinationto mal- ' 
iacre them againzat leaſt the Proteſtants have no 
Security, but by having the Militia-Arms, and 
the command of Towns and Forts in their hands. 

- But 
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But about the ſame time or a little before that 
the Tolleration came out here in 1672, an Or- 
der wentsfrom hence, which after a long Pre- 
amble of the Loyalty and affeftion of the Pa- 
piſts to his Majeſty, required the Lord, Liewte- 
nant and Council to diſpence with the Papiſfts wear- 
ing of Arms,and living in Corporatibns,and a great 
many other things 1n, their favour; of which 
they have made ſuch uſe, as that the Plot there 
was in as good readineſs as that here ; but how 
carried on, and how endeavours were there al- 
ſo uſed to ſtifle it, will appear, when your lei- 
-u4 may permit you to examine thoſe Witneſ- 

es. 

In Sc#layd, the Government is quite alter'd, 
the wſe of Parliaments in a manner aboliſhed, and 
the Power of that Government lodred in a Com- 
miſſioner and Comncil,, aſtanding* Army of T wen. 

two theuſand men ſetled, all endeavours uſed 
to divide the Proteſtant Intereſt, and to incourage 
the Papiſts, By which we may conclude, that 
the fame intereſt hath hada great hand in the 
managtment of affairs there alſo. 

And, Sir, may we not as well believe, that 
the World was at firſt made of Arom's, or by 
chance, without the help of an Omaipotent 
hand, as that theſe affairs in this our little World 
" have been thus carried on, ſo many years toge- 
ther, ſo,contrary to our true \intereſt, without 
ſome great Original Cauſe, by which the Popiſh 
intereſt hath ſo far got the aſcendantgf the Pro- 
teſtant intereſt, that notwithſtanding all his 
Majeſties endeavours, things have been ſtrange- 
ly over-ruled in favour of that Party ; how and 
which way, his Majeſties Declaration made 
in 
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in April 1679, is to me-a great Manifeſtation, 

Sir, 4 hope. the weight of the Matter I have 
diſcourſt -0n, will plead,my pardog with the 
Houſe for having troubled you ſo long, 1 ſubmit 
what 1 have ſaid to your judgement, humbly deſi. 
ring a favourable conſtruction, and: although 1 
have ſaid ſome things that are very ſtrange, and 
other things grounded only on ConjeCtures, yet 
I believe that no man will have juſt reaſon to 
doubt the probability of the truth, if they will 
but conſider, what a potent Friend the Papiſts 
have had of Fames Duke of York; and how 1- 
boldened by the hopes of baving him for King. And 
as it is not to be doubted but that they have had 
his Aſſiſtance, ſo they have had the French Em- 


» baſſadors too, who by his frequency at«the Pa- 


lace, hath ſeemed rather one of the Family and 
Kings Houſehold, than 4 Taregyy Embaſſ[ador, 
and by his egreſ[- and regrelle to and from 
his Majeſty, rath- a prime Miniſter of State of 
this Kingdom than a Tuncelloy to another Prince. 
And the truth of ali aath been ſo confirm®d by 
Coleman's L:itters, making the Dukes - intereſt, 
the French intereſt, and the Papilts intereſt, ſo 
much one, and by the many Witneſles that have 
come.in about the Plot, that I think we may r4- 
ther be at a loſſe for our Remedy, than in 
doubt of our Diſeaſe. And therefore though 
I know the difhculties I may br.ng my ſelf under, 
by having thus laid open ſome mens deſigns, y 

ſeeing my King and Country have called me F 
thisService, o am reſolved that as my Father loſt 
his Life for King Charles the Firſt,ſo 1 will not be 
afraid to adventure ming for King Charles the 
Second, and that makes me expoſe my ſelf 
in bis Service in this place. Sir 
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Sir, I, think (ſeeing things are: thus) with- he 
out negleCting/ our Duty to @ur King and 

Country, nay to:our-God too, we cannot defer WW *x 

endeavouring the ſecuring of the Kings Perſon, q 
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and Proteſtant Religion, by all lawful means 
whatſoever; and therefore I ſecond the Moti- 
on that was made, That we may, in the firſt place, 
take into our Conſideration, how to ſuppreſs 
Popery, and prevent a Popiſh Succeſſour ; that ſo 
we may never return again to Superſtition, I- 
dolatry, and Slavery, but may always preſerve 
that pure Religion, to be the Religion of this 
Nation , for which ſo many of our Fore-fathers 
have ſufter'd Martyrdom, I mean the Prote- 
ſtant Religion, as long as the Sun and Moon

It is plain from them, that Popiſh* Princes have 
not thought themſelves bound by any Laws againſt 
the intereſt of that Church, and our forefathers have 
found to their ſerrow, that the Strength of our Laws 
were not ſufficient to defend them againſt Popiſh Ty- 
rammies. For no Prince of that Religion, ever 
yet thought. bimſelf bound to keep faith with 
Hereticks.

All other Laws 
that you can propoſe ia thisCaſe muſt be ground- 
ed on ſome truſt or fidelity that muſt be repo- 
ſed in that party, for which no Argument can 
be given, but that they never kept any faith with 
Hereticks, and therefore that we may do well to try 
what they will do. This I might prove by a ſad 
mleancholy account of the Maſlacres at Pied- 
mont, Paris,and Ireland, but I ſuppoſe the Hiſto.

IF Sir L. F. Sir, I have ſpent much of my tiine in 
Ef ſtudying the Laws of this Land, and 1 pretend 
d Bto know ſomething of the Lawes of Fotteigii 
ſo Countries, as well as of our own; And I 
i Y have upon this occaſion well conſidered of thiein, 
but cannot find how we can juſtifie the paſſing 
of this Bill, rather much againſt it. -

R. M4. Sir, the Honourable Member that 
ſpoke laſt, may underſtand very much of the 
Laws of other Countries, and Forreign Afﬀairs, 
but I am apt to think not much of the Laws 
of this Nation, or elſe he would not argue that 
this is a Popiſh Bill, when itis the only thing 
that can ſave this King and Kingdom, and the 
Proteſtant Religion, which 1 hope will never 
come to that extremity as to need any thing 
that is Popiſh to ſave it.

yours had been accompanied with ſuch ſucceſs as 
here,and thoſe Nations had been ſo often by ſuch 
means, reduced ſo near to Ruin as we have been, 


| by Diviſions, Tolerations, Burnings, Plots, and 


Sham Plots at home, and by Wars and Foreign 
Alliances over-ruled in their favour abroad, 
but that they would haye been more impatience 
than we have been for this Remedy. And for 
my own part, I cannot but admire more at the 
long delay there hath been in ſeeking out 2 
Remedy againſt this great Evil, than at our of- 
fering at this Bill.

Mr. Speaker, 

F. B. Sir, this Petition branches it ſelf firſt 
againſt the Bill that is-here afoot, for wearing of 
Woollen; ſecondly, againſt the Importation of 
Foreign Silks from France; and thirdly, againſt 
the Eaft-India Company. As to the two firſt 
Particulars, I ſhall deſire leave to ſpeak my mind, 
when the Buſineſs comes to be debated in the 
Committee towhich you may think good to re- 
ferit: but as to the third Branch, againſt the 
Eft- India Company, 1 deſire to be heard alittle at 
this time : for, Sir, it will be in vain for youto 
ſpend your time in endeavouring to'raile the price 
of Wooll, or to advantage the Trade of the 
Nation any way, unleſs you do in the firſt place 
make ſome Regulation for the Eaſt-Inaia Trade. 
For not onely the: Si/k-Weavers, but moſt of the 
other Trades of this Nation, are prejudiced by 
the Conſumption of Goods manufactured in the 
Eaſt- India, and brought hither : For-a great ma- 
ny of them are not onely ſpent here inſtead of 
our own Manufatturies, but abroad in: other 
Parts to which we fend them. They do us the 
ſame prejudice, which muſt in, the end be the de- 
ſtruction of- our Manufaftury Trade both at 
home and abroad, if not looked after; and the. 
more likely, becauſe the People in the —_

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fiich Slayes as to work for leſs than a Peny a day; 
whereas ours here will not work onder a Shil- 
ling : and they have all Materials alſo very rea- 
ſonahtle, and are thereby enabled to make their 
Goods ſo cheap, as it will be impoſſible for our 
People bere to contend with them.

Mr. Speaker; | 

 7-P. Sir, The Navigation to the Eaſt-India 
being by the InJuſtry and long Experience of 
our Sea-men rendred as ſafe and ſecure as to any 
Country adjacent, and the Trade increaſed to a 
great proportion, by ſuch a dangerous way as 
the Exportation of our Bullion, and Importation 
of abundance of Manufaftured Goods, and ſu- 
perfluous Commodities, and carried on by a few 
Men Incorporated, who have made it thejr Buſi- 


neſs, by all ways imaginable; to ſecure the Ad-- 


vantages thereof to themſelves and their Poſte- 
rities, not perfnitting the People in general to 
come in for any ſhare; I humbly conceive it may 
not be unſcaſonable to give you a ſhort Scheme 
of that Trade, and to make ſome Remarks as 
well on the Trade, as preſent Management there- 
of; it being ſetled in a Company, by vertue of a 
Charter granted 1657. and confirm'd by His 
Majeſty ſoon after His Reſtauration. 

Sir, It is well known what Adyantage re- 
dounds to this Nation by the Conſumption of our 
ManufaCtuges abroad and at home, and how 

our 
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.*_our Forefathers have always diſcouraged ſuch 
" Trades as tended to the hinderance thereof. By 
the beſt Computation that can be made, we now 
ſpend in this Kingdom per Annwn to the Value 
of 2 to 3000001. worth of Goods manufaftu- 
red in the Exff-Indis: What part thereof are 
ſpent in ſtead of our Stuff, Serges, Cheyneys, and 
other Goods, 1 leave to every Mans Judgment, 
that hath obſerved how their Perſian Silks, Ben- 
galls, Printed and Painted Callicoes, and other 
ſorts, are uſed for Beds, Hanging of Rgoms, and 
Veſtments of all ſorts. And theſe Goods from 
the 1ndia do not onely hinder the Expence of our 
Woollen Goods, by ſerving in ſtead of them 
here, but alſo by hindring the Conſumption of 
them in other Parts too, to which we export 
them, and by obſtrufting the Expence of Linen 
and Silks, which-we formerly purchaſed from 
our Neighbour-Nations in return of our Many- 
fattures. For when that mntual Conveniency of 
taking of their Goods in return of ours failed, it 
is found by experience that our Trade in our 
Manufa&tures is failed alſo: And, Sir, this is not 
onely at preſent a great but a growing hinde- 
rance to the Expence of our Wollen Goods ; 
for, as it hath been obſerved to you, being the 
Indians do work for lefs than a Peny a day, and 
are not without Materials at cheap Rates, we 
may rather tremble to think, than eaſily caclulate, 
what this Trade may in time amount to; and 
may conclude, That it muſt certainly end in em- 
ploying andenriching the People in the India, and 
impoveriſhing of our own. |

H. B. Sir, tookon all his Majaſties SpeeCh- 
es to Parliaments, and Meſlages to this Houſe, 
to be Atts of State, and the reſults of*ſerious 
Councils, and therefore the more deſerving 
our conſideration, but alſo I think we may in 
ſome reſpects look on them as we do on E:tters 
Patents or other Grants in the Kings Name, if 
in them there be any thing againſt Law, the 
Lawyer or Officer that drew them is anſwerable 
for it.

that nothing but Ruine can attend them ? Do 
we not lie by Coleman's Letters, what contri- 
vancey 
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yances they always had for to manage the 
Meetings, Sittings, Prorogations and Dillo- 
litions of Parliaments; and why ſhould we not 
believe they exerciſe the ſame arts ſtill, ſeeing 
it is plain that the Doſlolutions of the laſt 
two Parliaments, and many Prorogations of 
this, did not proceed from any Proteſtant In- 
tereſt, and therefore well may we cqnclude 
from whom. And for the ſame reaſon that 
they fear Parliaments, have not the pzople 
reaſon to be fond of them, being the only le- 
gal way to redreſs Grievaaces? And could we 
have anſwered the neglecting of the Aſſerting 
our Rights in that particular ? Sir, I think that 
next to the Dakes Bill, the Aſſerting ofthe peo- 
ples Right to Petition, is the moſt neceſlary 
Afﬀair we could have ſpent our time about, in 
order to have the Plot Examined to the bottom, 


' by conveying to his Majzſty the deſires of his 


people, for to have Parliaments fit in order 
thereto. And therefore I am Jzalous that the 
advice given for this Meſlage doth proceed. ra- 
ther from a fear that we are doing too much, 
than from oyr doing too little againſt 
Popery. However, Sir, ſeeing the M-ſlage 
comes jn his Majeſties Name, let us according to 
our duty give all the compliance we can to it, 
and therefore | humbly move you, that a Meſſage 
be ſentto the Lords to deſire them to appoint 
a day for the Tryal of Wilkam Viſcount Stafford.

F. H. Sir, I cannot but obſerve, that his 
Majeſty in his Speech made to us at the op2n- 
ing of this Seſſion, recommend2d to us ih:Ex imi- 
pation of thz Plot, and the makin3 Lans tur 
F 4 th: 
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the ſecurity of the Proteſtant Religion, whict 
is not. yet above Tw.nty daies- agoe. And: 
therefore it is very Strange 19 my opinion, that 
we ſhonld io ſoon receive another M-flage to 
the lame purpoſe, eſp:cially , conſidering how 
we have ſpent our time ever fſi2ce our meet- 
ing 1n that which we have reaſon to think 
tends as much to the preventing of Popery, as 
any thing w- could invent. The truth 1s, Sir, 
I am fully perinaded, that the advice for this 
Meſlage, proce-ds from the ſame men that advil- 
ed the D iTolution of the rwo laſt Parliaments, 
and the many Protoz2ations of this; for though 
it may look-lik- a Contradiction, that going faſt 
or goin? ſlaw ſhonld tend to bne and the ſame 
en1. yct it doth to in this caſe; for by the Diſſo- 
lutions of thoſe Parliaments, and many Proroga- 
tions of this,tim® was gott-n for the diſheartning 
of 1ome \Wirn-les, and tampering with others, 
and the dearh of the molt Material one, and 
now by preſſing npon this Parliament to make 
great halte, orher Witneſſ:s may be prevented 
from comming in, for which his Majeſty hath 
declared he will give two Months time by his Pro- 
clamation.

Mr Speater, : 
W. H. Sir, lam well content to undeſtrand that 
part of the Speech, which recommends to us a 
ſpeedy Examination of the Plot,to proceed from 
his Majelties Goodneſs, on a ſuppoſition that he 
is now more ſenſible than ever, of the danger 
his Ferſon and Government is in by Papilts. 
And | hope it is from that, and not trom any 
other reaſon that he hath been plcaſed to ſend us 
this Meſſage ſo ſoon after his Speech, notwith- 
ſtanding our endeavours as to the Plot and Po- 
pery. Bur, Sir, what I am moſt concerned at, is 
the latter part of the Speech, that about the Suc- 
ceſion, for-it looks like the difficulty that was 
put 
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_ put upon the 1ſraclites, of makeing Brick without 
Straw. For ſeting all the diſcoveries about the Plot 
make it clearly out, that it all Centers in the Duke of 
' York, and that all their hopes is derived from a Po- 
piſh Succeſſor, and Expettation of a Popiſh King, 
bow can we do any thing that can be effeftual in pur- 
. ſuance of the firſt part of that propoſition, without 
contraditing the latter, it being impoſſible to ſecure 
the Proteſtant Religion under ſuch limitations, How- 
ever, Sir, I hope? that none of theſe things will 
put the Houſe out of chat temper and moderati- 
on which becomes this place, for I hope that 
at laſt his Majeſty will either convinceus or be 
adviſed by ns, that ſo we may cometo a fair 
underſtanding, and this Seſſion have a happy 
concluſion. Letus be'careful not to give our 
Enemies any juſt advantage to miſrepreſent us.

Bur, Sir 
though his Majeſty may now be very ſenſible of 
the miſcarriages there have been in the manage- 
ment of this buſineſs already, yet I thiak we 
may not do amiſs( ſeeing his Majeſty hath given 
us this occaſion ) to particularize to him, how 
the Examination of the Plot, and the ſecuring 
us againſt Popery hath been prevented. Sir, was 
not the late long Parliamentafter the Plot broke 
out, in a fair way to have Tryed rhe Lords, 
and to have Examined the Plot to the bottom, 
and did rot the Diſſolution of them fruſtrate 
all cheir proceedings ? Did not the next Partia- 
ment fall upon the tame Subject, and were they 
not adyanced very far towards ir, and did rot the 
Prorogation and Diſlolution come, and make all 
void? Hatn this Parliament,though called ro meer 
the 17th of Oftober was 12 Months, ever fate till 
now,& have they not ever ſince their meeting im- 
ployed moſt of their time about the Plot and Po- 
pery, & can there lie any juſt complaints againſt 
vs ? The truth is, Sir, it is plain to me, that if this 


Meſſage proceeds from his Majeſties own judg- 


ment,as I hope it doth(for how can it be preſum'd 
that his Majeſty ſhould not ſee how we proceed 
againſt the Plot and Popery as well as every body 
elſe) or if it proceed from ſuch Counſel, as do re- 
ally intend we ſhould do ſomething againſt Pope- 
ry,then we may be permitted tofit until we haye 
done ſomething for the ſecurity of our Religion, 
and good of our Country ; but on the other ſide, 

if 
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if this Meſſage do proceed from the ſame Counſel 
that adviſed the Dillolutions of the laſt Parlia- 
ments, and many Prorogations of this, then we 
may take it as a clear diſcovery that there are 
perſons at Work to repreſent us ill to the King, 
and to find ſome pretence for our D'ſſolutions, 
as may paſs with the Pcople, and ſuch I take to 
be Enemies both to the King and Kingdom, and 
therefore hope you will take a time to find them 
out, and proceed againſt them as th-y deſerve.

Sir F.W: Sir, Though I know that we are 
under an Obligation from Duty to make a good 
Conſtruction of all His Majeſties Speeches and 
Meſlages to this Houle, yet becauſe they gene- 
rally do proceed from tome Advice and Coun- 
fel taken on ſuch occaſions, therefore I think we 
may without oftence, when any tiing is irrecon- 
cileable in them, attribute it to the- Miniſters ; 
though all that which is good, and agreeable to 
that Wiidom and Prudence which is inherent in 
His Majeſty, ought to be attributed to himſelf ;

What is ſaid in this Meſ- 
fage, That neither His Maj [ty nor the People can 
be ſatisfied, unleſs we expedite ſuch matters as 
relate to the Plot, I believe it proceeds from His 
Majeſties own Genius, it being ſo agreeable to 
that Love which he hath always proteſsd for the 
Proteſtant Religion ; but that tacit Imputation, 
That we have neglefted the Examination of the 
Plot, 


. 
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Plot, and Proceedings againſt Popery, appears 
to me like a kind of lofatuation in thoſe Mini- - 


ſtersthat adviſed it. For, Sir, is there any thing 
more obvious, than that this Parliament have 


' ſpent moſt of their time in Matters relating to the 


Plot and Popery, and to make ſuch Laws as may 
prevent the coming in of Popery upon us? And 
did not both the laſt Parliaments dothe-ſame, 
from the time the Plot broke out ® And if I may 
take the liberty to prophelie, I am apt to think, 


, that, the next, and the next, will proceed in the 


ſame ſteps, until ſuch Laws be made as are pre- 
ciſely neceſſary for the hindering of Popery 
from coming in vpon us: And I pray God it 
may not be a cauſe why we ſhall have no Parlia- 
ments to ſit and act for a while. But, Sir, as this 
is plain, ſo to our grief it is, that there are thoſe 
about the King, in great Power, that are againſt 
the Examination of the Plot to the bottom, or 
making Laws againſt Popery. Hath not this 
appeared by the great Endeavours that have 
been uſed to ſtifle the Plot, the menacing and 
diſcouraging of the true Witneſles, and ſetting 
up and encouraging of falſe ones? I mean, by 
the great Power that accompanied thoſe Endea- 
vours; but above all, by the great Authority and 
Intereſt which that Party have ſhewcd in the Diſ- 
ſolution of the laſt two Parliaments, (though as 
to the firſt I heartily forgive them) and the many 
Prorogations of this. And muſt they now, after 
they have ſtopp'd or ſmother'd all Proceedings that 
tended to deftroy Popery for above T wo years, find 
fault that we have not brought all to perfettion in 
Two weeks ? Sir, this looks like ſuch a profound 
picce of Policy, as that of Killing Juſtice God- 


ftrey. 
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Frey- But I am not ſorry that their Politicks rii 
ſo low. Such aPretence as this can onely 

with Perſons that have a mind to be deceived. 1 
will never doubt the Prudence of the major part 
of the Nation in this particular, whocknow that 
the Non-proſecution of the Plot is the great 
Grievance which the Nacion groans under ; - and 
the making of ſuch Laws as may ſecure us againſt 
Popery, the grtatelt reaſon they have ſo longed 
for a Parliament, and adventured fo much as 
ſome did in petitioning for one. And, Sir, I 
think, that accordingly this Houſe have not been 
wanting to do their Duty therein ; and therefore 
do believe, that ſuch Repreſentations to His Ma- 
jeſty are made by ſuch as aim at the deſtruRion 
of Parliaments, and bringing in of Popery. But 
the betrer to prevent their taking any ſuch Ad- 
vantage for the future, I could wiſh that we may 
not ſpend more Mornings-about rh Cattel, nor 
Eaſt-India Trade, until the Buſineſs of the Plot 
and Popery be more off our Hands. But in or- 
der to fatisfie His Majeſty of our Obedience to 
His Commands,l1 agree both for the Committee, 
and Tryal of Lord Stafford.

thing is more manifeſt than that a Total Change of 
Religion within theſe Kingdoms would enſue. For. 
the prevertion whereof, Be it Enacted by the 
King's Moſt Excellent Majeſty, by, and with the 
Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and

meaſure irſinuated, it would make a ſtrange 
confuſion in the Government. Life it ſelf, 
to which a Man hath as much Right, as any 
Succeſſor can pretend to have to the Crown, 
is taken away upon ſome forfeitures for the 
publick goods And as there may be a forfei- 
ture of Life ſo- there: may be a forfeiture of 
a Right to the Succeſſion. And to doubt that there 
Is not an unlimited uncontrolable power reſi- 
ding ſomewhere in all Governments, to re. 


* medy the exigences that may happen, 1s to 


ſuppoſe there is ſuch weakneſs in this. or any 
other Government, as that it mult fall when 
a powerful fattion ſhall endeavour It. In this 
Nation, this Power, is in the Ring, Lords, 
and Commons, and | hope they will make uſe 
of it to preſerve the Government upon this 
occaſion. And I do not doubt, hut if the Bill 
paſs, all will obey it heartily that wiſh well to 
the Proteſtant Religion. I am afraid ſome 
Miniſters of State place their ſafety in Com. 
mon ruine, cr etherwiſe the ferling of this 
affair, would not have been ſo long delayed 
and oppoſed as it hath heen. Hath rhere not 
been contrived. and przCiſcd, and is there not 

H ſtill 
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"ſtiff threatned the greateſt and gertainſt_rning 
to this Nation by this buſineſs of the Duke 
thatever was yet projeCted,and muſt we be more 
tupefyed than our - Anceſtors. - Doth not the 
Aft of the Thirteenth of Queen Elizabeth make 
Treaſon, for any man to ſay that the *Par. 
liament cannot alter the Succeſſion? And in 
Henry the Eighth*s time, was not the right of 
Succeſſion changed and rechanged by AC of 
Parliament. He then inſtanced ſeveral preſi- 
dents, how the Succeſſion had been ſetled and 
altered by Acts of Parliament, fince William 
the Conquerour's time, and concluded with a 
motion, for the paſſing of the Bill. 
Mr. Speaker, 

Col. L. Sir, It is my misfortnne to-lie un. 
der the diſreputation of being a Papiſt, but 
have now an Opportunity of ſhewing my ſelf o- 
therwiſe, in declaring that I am againſt this Bill 
for I think there is none but Papiſts that are of 


Opinion, that a man may be diſinherited for ' 


bis Religion. 1 have alſo an opportunity to ſhew 
my dutyto my Maſter, in declaring that thoſe 
reproaches 'which have been caſt upon him, 
are in my opinion very unjuſt, becauſe l believe 
he abhors the thoughts of doing thoſe Actions 
that have been imputed to him, and therefore 
do think it very hard, that becauſe he may 
differ with us in points of Religion, that there- 
fore his reputation ſhould thus be called in 
queſtion in this Houſe. Sir, I cannot enter 
into a diſpute with that worthy Member that 
ſpoke laſt, as to the preſidents he hath men- 
tioned, becauſe 1 know he is very learned in 
the Law, and the underſtanding of ſuch things 


belong 
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belong more particularly to ſuch as have had that 
education ; -but I humbly offer it to the confi- 


deration of the Houſe, whether or no, if our

dents were not accompanyed with blood and 
miſery- And1 am of opinion, that if this difin- 
heriting Bill ſhould paſs, it will not have bet- 
ter ſucceſs. | cannot doubt but that this Houſe is 
for keeping up the Monarchical Goyernment 
of this Nation, we all know how the ballance 
hath been altered by Henry the 7th's leſſening the 
Peers, and Henry the 8:h's deſtroying theChurch, 
and by the Sale of the Crown-Lands. I pray 
Sir, let us have a care, how we give a greater 
blow than all this, by making the Crown Ele- 
@ive. The King loſt his Father by one Rebel- 
lion, I know this Houſe weuld not willingly be 
the cauſe of loſing his Brother by another, 
which 1 am afraid this Bill if it ſhould paſs, will 
occaſion hereafter, eſpecially if we name no 
Succeſſour, for which I am the more ſorry be- 
cauſe I do not know for whom to draw my 
Sword. 

Mr. Speaker, | : 

Sir H. C. Sir, 1 do obſerve, and amelad to ſee 
it, that all chat have ſpoken in this buſineſs pro 
or con, ſeem to agree, that we ought todo all 
we can to preſerve the preſent Government, and 
prevent a Civil War, but we differ about the 
way;ſome think that this Bill is the only way,and 
others are of a contrary opinion, 1 cannot tel} 
for what good reaſon, For there being nothing 
intended by this Bill, but the Excluſion of the 
Duke only, in order to prevent the great dan- 
gers we lye under by reaſon of his great Influ- 
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ence at Court at preſent, and thoſe we fear, 
if ever a Popiſh King ſhould aſcend the Throne. 
There being nothing in the Bill that-tends any 
ways to prejudice the next Heir, itcannot in my 
poor opinion weaken,much leſs tend to alter the 
preſent Government, or be any prejudice to 
the Royal Family, more than in the Excluſion 
of this one Perſon intended-by the Bill. From 
whom there can be no fear of a Civil War, un- 
leſs we ſhould imagin that the people of this 
Nation, when they have a Law, vpon the ob- 
ſervation and execution whereof, their Lives, 
Liberties and Religion depend, they ſhould be 
ſo great Brutes as not to yalue themſelves there-= 
on, but rather imbrace a blind ſuperſtitious Re- 
ligion, and ſubmit to all the Slavery imaginable, 
We may as well think that after the King's de- 
ceaſe, the people will be willing to ſubmic to the 
Government and pretended Authority of the 
Pope himſelf,though they ſhould be never ſo well 
able todefend themſelves. The worthy Mem- 
ber that ſpoke laſt, did in a manner affirm, 
that all the Preſidents that have been mention'd 
as to the ſetling of the Succeſſion of the Crown 
by Act of Parliament,. have becn accompani- 
ed with Blood. If he would but take the pains 
to peruſe the Hiſtories of England, I think 
*he-—— would be of another opinion. But | 
am ſure, none eyer <quallized the ſhort Reign 
of Queen Mary. The Barbarities which, were 
exetCiſed in her Reign, by Fire and Faggoty 
may be pnt into the ballance with all the incon- 
veniencies that ever hapned by any Excluſion- 
Act. But Sir, if it had been ſo, which Intter- 
ly deny, it would not have ſgnified much as to 
| our 
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ourcaſe, for in thoſe days matter of Right was 
always ſo confounded (1 mean as to the under- 
ſtandiag of the people) by the many Arguments 
that were impoſed on them by each Party, that 
neither point of Right, nor any conſideration 
as to any thing of Intereſt, came fairly before 
them. Whether A. or B. ſhould be King, was 
their only queſtion, without being loaden with 
any difficulties, as to which the Common and 
Major part of the people in thoſe days might 
probably be very indifterent. And yer, Sir, up- 
on a full Examination, it will be found- that 
molt of thoſe Acts of Parliament touching the 
Succeſſion, had the Effeft they were deſigned 
/ for, and did ſerve as Expedients, to prevent 
thoſe miſeries, which were feared and were the 
occaſion of them. But Sir, the caſe will be 
now much otherways,' if ever you ſhould be ſo 
| unfortunate, as that the Duke ſhould out-live 
: the Kirig, and you ſhould come to try the ſtrength 
| of this Excluſion-Bill : For the queſtion inthis 
| Caſe will not be only whether A. which is Ex- 
cluded, or B. which is the next Heir ſhall accor- 
ding to this At be King, but whether 5: ſhall be 
4 Payiſt, or a Proteſtant. Upon which it will 
plainly appear, the ſafety of their Eſtates, Lives 
and Religion doth' depend. Sir, I have heard 
and read of ſtrange things done by Popiſh Mira- 
cles, and I muſt confeſs, Sir, 1 have ſeen much of 
it, even amongſk many, that pretend to be goed Pro- 
teſtants, ſince the Plot broke out, I mean as to their 
believing any thing againſt Popery. If ſome ſuch 
Omaipotent Power, ſhould hereafter over-rule 
in ſuch a conjantion, haply this Bill if it ſhould 
paſs into an At, may bo gens and negieth- 
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ed, but otherways Lhumbly conceive it cannot 
be preſumed,-that the Proteſtants ſhould omit 
to make uſe of it toſave themſelves from Po- 
pery and Slavery; which would be the conſe- 
quence thereof; and thereby not only prevent 
a Civil War, but ſupport the Government e- 
ſtabliſht in the right Line. The truth is Sir, the 
moſt materialObſervationthat I can tnake of the 
Arguments againſt this Bill, is, thar it is thought 
200 good for us, and that it may probably be effeftual 
for the ſecuring of the Proteſtant Religion. And I 
am afraid Sir, that this is the fatal Conſider ation, 
that hath prevailed with ſome to adviſe the King 
not to grant it. If we conſider how all other 
Laws which have been hitherto made againſt 
the Dake have been defeated, we may with ſome 
reaſon fear the like ſucceſs of -all others that 
ſhall be made, unleſs you can do ſomething 
that may tend to changing of the Intereſt, 
which can never be done without this Bill. We 
have a great many old Laws againſt Papiſts, but 
I did never hear that any thing was done by 
yertue of them that ever prejudiced the Duke; 
it was once attempted by a preſentment made 
by a Grand Jury, the ſucceſs was, that a known 
material Law of the Land muſt be broken by 


-an extrajudicial diſcharge *of the Jury, rather 


than the Law againſt him ſhould have any Ef- 
feft. There was a Law not long ſince made, 
obliging all Perſons that held or executed any 
Office, to take the” Tranſubſtantiation Teſt 3 
itis true, the Duke was ſo braye Spirited as not 
to diſlemble and take the Teſt; though baply 
was earneſtly preſt with a diſpenſation. Yet 
hath not that Law had any effect in fayourof 
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the Proteſtant Religion, for though the Duke: 
hath not ſince aCted in his Offices by himſelf, 
he put ig, as his Deputies, Perſons of ſo much. 
Gratitnde as have in all things followed, his di- 
rections, So that as to himſelf, the At hath not 
oved of any. force. There was another Act 

ly made which was intended chiefly againſt . 
him, I mean that of Excluding Papiſts from , 
ſitting in either Houſe, there he got bimſelf 
fairly excepted by name. Now we would fe. 
cure our Religion by anqther Bill againſt him, 
| find it meets with oppoſition here, what it may 
meet with elſewhere 1 cannot tell. But if ſuc 
be bis Power under a Proteſtant King, what may 
we not juſtly fear if he ſhould come to bh King him- 
ſelf? 1 think nothing leſs than Popery, Miſery 
and Slayery, from which we can never be ſaved 
but by baving this Bill, and therefore 1 humbly 
move you that this Bill may paſs, 

Mr. Speaker, 

D. F. Sir, 1 will not ſay that Afts of Parlia- 
ment cannot diſpoſe of fe Succeſſion, becauſe 
it was made Treaſon by a Statute in the 13th of 
Elizabeth, which 1 do not remember was ever 
repealed, But I will deny that the Kings of Eng- 
land Rule by vertue of any Statute-Law, as was 
ſuggeſted, for their Right is by fo antienta | 
ay 07 as that it may juſtly be ſaid to be 

rom God alone, and that no Power on Earth 
ought tp diſpute it. And 1 am of opinion, that 
the Succeſſion of the Crown is inſeperably an- 
nexed to proximity of Blood, and thezefore 
am not yet altered in my opinion that if this 
Bill ſhould paſs intoa Law, it would be of it ſelf 
inyalid.

His Parliament in relation to Tangier : The Condi- 
tion and Importance of the Place oblige His Majeſty 
to put this Houſe in mind again, that he relies upory 
them for the Support of it, without which it cannot 
be much longer preſerved. His Majeſty doth there. 
fore very earneſtly recommend Tangier again to the 
due and ſpeedy Care and Conſideration if this Houſe, 


Mr. Speaker, 

Sir. W. F.' Sir, I am very ſorry that the Buſi- 
neſs of Supply for Tangier is now moved, be- 
cauſe 1 take it to be a Place of great Importance, 
and that as well for the Honour of the Nation, 
as Benefit of Trade, it ought to be preſery?'d. 
But, Sir, we have now things of greater Impor. 
tance to look after, of ſo preſſing a nature, and 
of ſodangerous conſequence if delay'd, that we 
cannot:anſwer either to our King or our Coun- 
try the preferring this before it. Ir is « Duty 
incumbent on us, to ſecure things at home, on which 
ovir All depends, before we enter into an Expence of 
Time about ſecuring things abroad. If an Enemy 
were but coming to inyade us, it might be pro: 
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| per.to Fortifie Dover-Caſtle, Portſmouth, as 
an 


meth, or any of our Pbrt-Towns: But 
Enemy were aCtually Landed, it would be 
proper to ſtrengthen London , or other 
Cities or Towns. I am afraid, Sir, this is too 
much our Caſe; I am afraid we have got an 
Enemy within our Bowels, and a great one too, 
and that it is high time to make preparation to 
oppoſe him. We have been already careleſs 
and inconſiderate too long and ſhall we now go 
about Tangier, inſtead of continuing our Endea- 
yours about that? 7 angier may be of great Im- 
portayce to Trade, but, I am afraid, hath not 
been ſo managed, as to be any Security to the 
Proteſtant Religion. The Portugueſes, when 
they delivered it up, did covenant to have one 
Popiſh Church remain there, for the conyenien- 
cy of ſome Prieſts and Fryers, and others of that 
Nation, that were permited to ſtay there z but 
it was then agreed, That their Mortality ſhould 
not be ſupplied, that ſo after the deceaſe of 
thoſe Perſons, the ſaid Popiſh Church might be 
demoliſhed, or converted to a Proteſtant Uſe. 
But I am well inform?d, that it hath been other- 
wiſe managed, and that the Papiſts there are 
now more than ever. And was not my Lord 
Bellaſis, now a Priſoner in the Tower for the 
Plot, Governour of Tangier ? and I think ſome 
others of that Religion; if not, I am ſure the 
Soldiers and their Commanders are moſt of that 
Religion: Which makes me conclude, it is a 
kind of Nurſery for Popiſh Soldiers , and haply, 
for that reaſon, 4s much as for the advantage of 
Trade, may the Advice given bit Majeſty in refe- 
rence to Tangier proceed, But, Sir, there is -_

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Sir, Theſe are ſtrange Expedients againſt Po- 
pery; | begin to be perſuaded that our caſe is 
yery deſperate, and that the Popiſh Party them- 
ſelves cannot contrive any thing for us that will 
look like an Expedient : For, 1 make no doubr, 
but the whole Cabal of Feſuits bave. been at 
work about it, and that they would have ſpawn'd 
ſomething, if ir had been poſſible, before now. 
Bur I believe it is found to be very difhcult to 
fiad- out anz thing that will look like an Expe- 
dient, and yet not prove ſo: And therefore 
now they are plainly carrying on thoſe things 
that muſt be proſecuted in order to. eſtabliſh 
Popery, in calc the ExpeCtation of Expedients 
ſhou!d not longer lull the People afleep-: The 
ridiculing of the Plot, the Diviſions between 
our Church-men and Diſſenters, and the danger 
or. inconſiſtency: of Parliaments with a Monar- 
chical Governmeat. Which things will deſerve 
a lopger Dchate, when you ſhall think good to 
appoint a Day for them. But, in the mean time, 
we cannot give Money, without endangering the 
Religion and Government of the Nation. Bur 
that we may always ſhew to his Majeſtics Meſla- 
ges, that Reſpeft which is due to them, and, if 
poſlible, ſatisfie him, that our Reſolutions are 
grounded on true Reaſon, let a Committee be 
appointed to draw up an Addrel(s, upon the 
Debyate of the Houſe.

S. T. Sir, I think that no body ſhould move 
you to take the State of Tangier into your Con- 
lideration at this- time, without an Apologie : 
For, if we ſhould be perſuaded thereto, we may 
be reflected on, as Nero was, for being playing - 

is 
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his Fiddle when Rome was on fire. When we ate 
in ſuch danger to have our Throats cut from 
within, to what purpole will it be to ſpend our 
time about ſecuring things abroad; eſpecially 
when we plainly ſee, it cannot be effected by 
any Sapplies, without encreaſing our Fears and 
Dangers of our Deſtruttion ? Is not all England 
in danger to be loſt? Let us ſecure the Ship, 
before we diſpoſe of the Cabbins. When we 
are ſecure againſt a Popiſh. Succeſlur, and the 
fear of having a Popiſh King, thea it will be 
time to think of Tangier : For, as the Power of 
a Popiſh Succcſlor hath lately appear'd in the 
Oppolition made to our Bill, ſo, I make no 
doubt bur it will appear in the Management of 
our Money too, if we ſhould give any. When 
the Stomaca is clean, what Food a Man takes 
turns to Nutriment, and preſerves the Life and 
Strength of the Body; but when'the Stomach 
is foul, Food turns ro Humour and Deſtruction. 
Sir, ſo it is with the Body Politick, When the 
King ſhall be pleas'd to remove from him ſuch as 
give him ill advice, and are againſt the Prote- 
ſtant Intereſt, that ſo we may have reaſon 'to 
preſume, that the Money will be employed for 
our good, then I hope we ſhall be ready to 
ſhew our Duty, 1n giving as much Money as His 
Occaſions ſhall require ; otherwiſe I am afraid 
we may be ſerved as we have been formerly. 
I remember when 1100000 |. was given for Build- 
ing of Ships, and not one Ship built ; and above Two 
Millions given to ſupport the Triple League, and 
then it was preſently employed for the breaking of it x 
when 1209000 |. was given for an Attual War with 
France, when at the ſame _ we were under all 
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the Qbligations for Peace, and ſo continued. Sir, 
theſe are ſuch material Afements*s as we ought 
never to forget, until we have more cauſe to 
look forwards, and not backwards; which pray 
God we may have very ſpeedily, and then [ 
ſhall be ready to joyn in giving of Money, and 
be very well content to forget all that is paſt. 
But as yet 1 think our Condition is not ſo hap- 

y, but rather fear the Management of our Af. 
airs is very much out of order : For though we 
bad never more Treaſurers. yet never leſs Money ;, 
never more Admirals, yet never a worſe Fleet ;, and 
though never more Counſellors, yet never leſs Safety. 
Of which 1 hope His Majeſty is, or will be ſen- 
ſible, For, it cannot be imagined, that ſeeing 
he hath ſo much care for Tangier, he ſhould 
want any for the Nation. That we may do our 
Duty, in giving Him the beſt Advice we cat, let 
us give him the Grounds and Reaſons of our 
Proceedings, by an Addreſs, as hath been

Lord R. If ever there ſhauld happen in this 
Nation any ſuch Change, as that / ſhould not 
bave liberty to live a Proteſtant, I am reſolved to 
die one, and therefore would not willingly have 
the Hands of our Enemies ſtrengthned, as I ſup- 
poſe they would be, if we ſhould give Money 
while we are ſure it muſt go to the hands of the 
Dukes Creatures.

tion, Toner Majeſties Gracious Speech to both Tour Houſes 

of Parliament, on the 15th of this inſtaut December ; 
and do with all the grateful Senſe of faithful Subjetir, 
and fincere Proteſtants , acknowledge Tour Majeſties 
great Goodneſſ to us, in renewing the Aſſurances Tou 
have been pleaſed to give us of your readineſs to con- 
cur with us in any means for the Security of the Pro- 
zeſtant Religion, and» Tour Gracious Invitation of us to 
make our deſires known to Tour Majeſty.

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known Law , the Statute of 25 Edw. 3. leave 
the power at large to Parliaments without 
ſuch. reftrition. And I am of opinion, that any thing 
that tends to the Deftruftion or Alteration of the 
Government, hath always been, and ought to he 
declared in Parliament, Treaſon, if brought ther 
to be judged. The Parliament doth not in this maky 
new Crimes, and then condemn them \, but onely & 
clares that to be a Crime which was ſo before, and 
wanted nothing but Condemnation.
